The high wind of Friday and Saturday 
carried with it no intimation here that 
in other parts of the province one of 
the severest snow storms was in pro- 
gress that has been seen for some. In 
Brandon the snow-fall was not sufticient 
tocover the side-walks. When word 
was reccived here that the train from tle 
east was snow bound at Portage Is 
Prairie, it was hard to tind anyone who 
would listen to such a yard. Latter on, 
however, when It became fknown that 
the train on the Souris branch was also 
fast at Souris, and latter still in the even 
ing when it ws learned that owing to 
the storm which was raging in the seuth 
he N. P. train had been cancelled, the 
citizens beyan to realize the fact that the 
country was visited by a great snow storm. 
The stoom on the east was within twenty 
miles of Brandon, while en the west it 
was not nearly so bad. The train which 
arrived here Friday and was held over 
till Saturdap, showed signs of having 
passed through considerable snow. Te 
the south of Brandon about ten miles the 
storm seemed to have its northern bound 
ary, and to the north of Brandon ne 
storin was reported. From all reports it 
would appear as though the Portage and 
Winnipeg has sutiered the most. Trains 
standing in the Portage yard were totally 
snowed over and were completely out of 
sight. The (. PLR. paid all expenses to 
passengers entailed by them during the 
storm.
